	 I’m sticking to these priorities because these are the cornerstones of a strong and vi-
brant community, and I feel honored to advocate on behalf of these critical issues that touch 
the daily lives of everyone in our diverse 11th District.

Other interesting bills
	 Among many other bills I’m sponsoring, here is a 
couple I think you may find interesting:

	 •  HB1510 - Community reinvestment of oil windfall 
profits.  This bill would recapture some of the 
hugely grotesque and ongoing record profits 
made by the parent oil companies, and reinvest 
that money back into our community.

	 •  HB1511 - relating to business and occupation 
taxation of investment income.  This bill would 
eliminate a major tax loophole for corporations.

The Environment:  
making it a real priority
	 The community spoke and we listened. When it comes to the environment, we have 
to think not only of our own well-being but that of future generations also. That’s why this 
session we’re working on four key issues to improve the environmental conditions in our 
state: Puget Sound clean-up;  clean-energy to quit our addiction to oil-based energy; ban 
toxic flame retardants in televisions, computers and residential upholstered furniture; and 
get more funds to purchase parks and open space.

Health Care: 
reforming for a better 
future
	 When 72,500 children are not insured and 
520,000 adults in our state don’t have coverage 
– including many full-time workers and small 
business owners, we need to make some urgent 
reforms to our health care system.

Cover every 
kid by 2010
	 In 2005, we passed a bill 
making it our goal to cover 
every child in Washington 
by 2010. This year I’m 
supporting the next step 
in meeting that goal. The 
new legislation will, among 
other things, make it easier 

to get health care for children; promote better 
health, not just better coverage; ensure better 
nutrition in schools; and improve health care every 
year.

Switch jobs and take 
your coverage along
	 Some people who are currently employed and 
insured are lucky and love their jobs, or feel trapped 
because they fear if they switch jobs they may lose 
their coverage.  And then there are many workers 
who are uninsured because they can’t afford the 
purchase of health coverage on their own.

	 So this year we’re working on a public-private 
marketplace 
for health care. 
The idea is to 
pool together 
the power of 
numbers to 
give everybody 
— workers, indi-
viduals and small 
business owners — a better deal for less than 
they’re paying today. In this reform all the insurers 
could sell their plans in the marketplace; all the 
health plans would be portable so families wouldn’t 
lose coverage if they switch jobs; and the large pool 
of people would help make the plans affordable.

	 It’s a great idea, and health care costs would 
go down – now wouldn’t that be nice for a change?

Reporting from  
the Dome

It’s time to get simple 
(majority, that is)
	 It should be simple to allow local school levies 
50 percent plus one vote to pass. But for seventy-five 
years school districts have required a supermajority, 
that is, 60 percent.  To me it’s a question of fairness. 
If a simple majority is good enough to pick elected 
officials, initiatives, referenda and a wide spectrum 
of issues, shouldn’t it also be good enough for school 
levies?

	 Gov. Chris Gregoire 
and Superintendent of 
Public Instruction, Terry 
Bergeson endorse the 
measure, and it’s also 
backed by the Washington 
Education Association, as 
well as representatives of 
school boards, principals 
and administrators, and 
the state Parent-Teacher Association.

	 The more educated people are, the better chances they’ll have at hitting the success jackpot.  So we must 
make smart investments in our education system. I have asked businesses across the state what their top prior-
ity is – their answer is consistent, an educated workforce.

	 I support strong reforms to give every child a great education, from kindergarten through high school – and 
to make sure that every high school graduate has a chance to earn a college degree.

Making room:  
creating possibilities
    We have thousands of good students who graduate from high 
school with good grades, but many can’t get a college degree 
because our state doesn’t have enough room for them. 

    I support making more space for those good students, because 
they deserve a shot. The governor’s budget creates room for 8,300 
more college students, including 3,300 in high-demand fields like 
nursing and engineering. 

Investing in people
	 I’m sponsoring House Bill 1179, which addresses the struggles of many working students. We all know that 
more folks than ever are being squeezed out of earning a college degree. But the state can help with that. 

	 Many needy students are working one or several jobs, or are single par-
ents who are unable to attend classes full-time. I don’t believe they should 
be denied the state grants that are available to full-time students.

	 Students who are enrolled for at least three quarter credits could qualify 
for a state need grant under my bill. Financial need would be determined by 
how much a student’s family is able to contribute to his or her education. 
And the grants will be available to eligible students for up to five years.

Aviation High School
	 I’m also working on getting funding for the Aviation High School that 
will be housed at the Museum of Flight.

More paths to success

Going 
paperless

	 I’m working hard on getting funds for the Puget 
Sound Industrial Excellence Center, also known as the 
Duwamish Industrial Center, which is associated with 
South Seattle Community College.

	 The Center is a modern one-stop worker training, 
business, economic 
development, small 
business development, 
and employment sup-
port services center 
that will help create 
and support family 
wage jobs, as well as 
businesses in the south central King County area.  It 
also houses several apprenticeship training programs.

	 Investing in this Center will make our industrial 
base more competitive in the world market and open 
up much needed opportunities for residents and small 
businesses in our community.
